The following little scrips of history 


are found in the Milwaukee Ttlrgr<i}>h • 


It is not a generally known historical 


faet that from 1777 to 17.C4 the terri- 
tory now known as TenneweB formed a 
part of North Carolina, and that in 
1785 the Teaneaweaoj, becoming ilis- 
•atijfied with their government, organ! 
xed a *tate government under thenami 
of "Franklyo," which was maintained 
for tome years. The state org^wiia 
tion afterward diibanded, and territorial 


again annexed to North 


Carolina. The following is, among the 
law* passed by the Legislature of the 
Stale of Frankiyn.

iMt week it waa anthotitatifely an 


noonced ny the w»eral daily paper* of 
the city, and by handbills, that "Re*. T. 
T. Kaodrick would Tindicate himself and 
frlendi at the opera home on Sunday 
eTening,Jan. 3," and long before ««« 
o'clock the hall commenced to fill up with 
people from all parts of the clly, many'of 
whom are Iiegular attendants and mem- 
bers of different churches. 
At seren 


o'clock the parquette and gallery were 
filled to their fullest capacity by an equal 
proportion of ladies and gentlemen, and 
quite a number who came late had to 
leave, being unable to secure seats. 
^ 


An ordinary speaker's stand placed up- 


on the stage served as a pulpit, on which 
wa* placed an adjustable shaded lamp 
which threw a bright light upon the man- 
uscript of the speaker. Mr. Kendrick ap- 
peared upon the stage promptly at seven 
o'clock, and was greeted by subdued ap- 
plaote by most of the assembly. He spoke 
for one hour and twenty minutes in a 
calm and collected manner, at no lime 
showing any bitter spirit whatever. All 
his utterances were clear and forcible, 
and liife address throughout was clothed 
in beautiful language. He commenced 
by making a brief statement of the cause 
which compelled him u. make a public 
personal defense in justice to himself and 
friends, and thanked ibe people for turn- 
ing out in such large numbers to grant 
him what he believed they would-a fair 
and impartial hearing, but before pro- 
ceeding further with his address, he of- 
fered a fervent prayer. The gentleman 
then denied in tioiitive terms the Ian- 
SU»st sxitl 10 hnve been n»ed by him in 
the i-iisl with leferenue to newspaper rc- 
porteis, ami spoke of the power of the 
press for good or evil; and also of the in- 
fluence of an individual in any commu- 
nity. 
He enlaiged upon the beauties 


of justice in its truest sense, and at 
the close of his remarks on that point 
his hearers manifested their sympathy 
for 
him by applauding 
generously. 


He next spoke of his late alleged *M>ul- 
sion from Slapp's Chapel, this city, on the 
memorable night of Dec. 27, 1880, and 
gave a full history of the "unfair trial 
as he termed it. But before going into 
particulars bo referred briefly to his 
troubles in Brooklyn, N. Y., where he 
waa cited to appear before the Methodisi 
Protestant conference 
for trial, 
but 


did not, because everything connected 
with the citation and subsequent proceed- 
ings was irregular ami therefore not bind- 


ing. 
He slated that that conference never 


heard his defense, and all that was done 
detrimental to him was the work of a few 
jealous, meddlesome persons 
Next the 


speaker road the resolutions of commen- 
dation and respect passed by the congre- 
gation of the Brooklyn church of which 
be was pastor, and also read other resolu- 
tions and tellers of confidence and es- 
teem passed by the five or six temperance 
aud other societies to which he belonged 
while in the east. He also stated that af- 
ter his (rouble in Brooklyn he had been 
elected chaplain of a New York regiment 
and now held the Governor's commission. 
He claimed that up to the time he left 
New York be was generally recognized 
as a local preacher, and then held regu- 
larly issued papers to that effect dated 
February, 1870. 
Said papers he had 


brought with biro to Deeatnr, and had 
given them to Elder Buck for examina- 
tion, iwo weeks before he had been re- 
ceived as a member of 8tapp's Chapel. 
Those papers were recognized as good by 
the elder, and he was duly granted elder's 
orders by the Chapel conference; but not 
until reports derogatory to his character 
had been handed about and published for 
several consecutive days, in a newspaper, 
did anything like persecution beset him 
here. He had been in Macon, Piatt, Lo- 
gan and Menard counties for the past nine 
months, laboring in the interestol religion 
and temperance, with marked remits for 
good, and on several occasions by special 
invitation he had occupied the pulpit on 
Suadays at Stapp's Chapel; but what he 
had done while mingling among this peo- 
ple to merit the persecution that had fol- 
lowed him up so persistently, he was 
wholly at a loss to know. He stated that 
he had gone*) Belleville and was in the 
midst of a grand temperance work when 
certain persons in Decatur sought to crip- 
ple and persecute him by causing to be 
circulated there damajing reports about 
Mm, first in the form of newspaper para- 
giaphs and telegrams and finally by a 
personal telegram warning the Belleville 
people "to watch Kendrick!" 


After he was cited to appear before the 


Stapp's Chapel Conference for trial on 
the charge of falsehood and fraud, Mr. 
Kendrick said ;he asked for .reasonable 
time in which to make his def enae, but he 


i itated this was repeatedly denied him. 
The niuht of the trial came, but, »a hasal- 


1 ready heen published, the charge* made 


were with.lrawn by thj accuser, Mr. E. E. 
Cox and at the same time Mr. Kendrick 
presented his IcMer of withdrawal from 
the church. The documents presented 
were not recognized by the conference, 
and the trial proceeded after the chargei 
preferred had been withdrawn, and after 
Mr. Eendrick's attorney, Mr. J. A. Brown 
had withdrawn at the request of his 
client. Mr. Kendrick stated that after 
the conference board had retired to make 
up a verdict, four of the number had vot- 
ed on the fiwt ballot tor hi» acquittal, Ihe 
remainder voting for expulaion. 


He wserted most emphaticallthat the 


8tap|/» Chapel conference nisi w«s wnol- 
ly irregular and contrary to ibe dia -ip.ine 
of the Methodist Epiacnpil Chinch, as 
much so as was the action of luc confer- 
ence which acted on his case iu the east. 


Mr. Kendrick concluded his statement 


by referring in a decent imnner to the 
person whom he considers lii» principal 
persecutor in •Decatur; *n.l descanted 
largely upon the evil wrought in any p- 
Icality by the «ca»d»l-monger, 
H*- «»id 


not stoop to such low practices. Hu 
motto, he wfld, WM "CreaH all the good 
and let the Judge of All judge the evil." 
He characterized babbltog penoo* and 
writen of 4knonynions «>M|Hi ahallow- 
bralned, tnta, jealous •l*d»el» "* 
humanity, and wolflah In their dealing* 
with others. The speaker closed by ela- 
ting that he would deliver a tree discourse 
at the opera house next Sunday evening. 
His subject will be "Prejudice and It* 
Antidote."
